Two charged in

COUNCIL AND UNIONS ON COLLISION 
COURSE AFTER JOB PAY CHANGES 


A JOB evaluation 
exercise at 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has pro¬ 
voked anger among 
union members - 
and strike ballots 
have been called. 

The strength of feel¬ 
ing among council staff 
was clear at a recent 
meeting, when more 
than 600 members of the 
Bridgend County branch 
of Unison met at 
Bridgend Rugby 

Football Club to discuss 
BCBC’s proposals. 

Steve Belcher, the 
UNISON regional 
organiser, said: “This is 
an attempt to slash 
wages, terms and condi¬ 
tions under the guise of 
job evaluation. 

“So many members 
turned up we eventually 
had to hold the meeting 
in the main stadium. It 
was an unprecedented 
show of frustration and 
disbelief. 

“Our membership are 
incensed that Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council has chosen to 
treat them this way, it’s 
an absolute insult.” 

He told The GEM that 


he had now been 
instructed by members to 
conduct an indicative 
ballot of the membership 
to determine whether the 
union can officially bal¬ 
lot for industrial action 
against the job evalua¬ 
tion scheme. 

He said that the fact 
that 600 had come to the 
Bridgend meeting, and 
200 to meetings in 
Maesteg and Porthcawl, 
gave a clear indication of 
the strength of feeling. 

BCBC’s assistant 
chief executive, David 
Macgregor, said: 

“Bridgend County 
Borough Council is com¬ 
mitted to fairness and 
equity in the way we pay 
our staff, and like all 
councils, we must com¬ 
plete a job evaluation 
exercise. 

“Under the proposals, 
75 per cent of salaries 
will go up or stay the 
same. The majority of 
those who will benefit 
are our lower paid front¬ 
line staff such as care 
workers.” 

The union agrees that, 
of 7,800 employees, 
around 2,000 will face a 
wage cut of some sort. 

However, the union 
has been able to point to

“The council wants to 
maintain jobs and min¬ 
imise salary losses. For 
this reason, the proposals 
will be funded from a 
number of sources, 
including a reallocation 
of £3m from existing 


ees and changes in some 
pay-related terms and 
conditions. 


“The council is doing 
this despite the acute 
public service spending 
pressures and the need to 
make £17m of savings 
over the next three years. 

“This will allow us to 
meet our commitments.

Son of Dutch soldier 
appeals to Porthcawl 



I ’M looking for 
information 
about the stay of 
Dutch troops in 
Porthcawl (Dan Y 
Graig) in the 
months from June 
to September in 
1940. 

In a photo album of 
my late father. Sergeant 
Major L de Putter (1897- 
1974), I recently found a 
picture, on the reverse 
side marked ‘Plas Isa, 
Porthcawl, South-Wales 
- September 1940’. 

My father served in 
the Dutch army. In May 
1940, after the invasion 
of the German troops in 
the Netherlands, a part 
of the Dutch army was 
withdrawn through 
Belgium and Prance and 
crossed the Channel to 
Porthcawl, where they 
arrived on June 12. 

They were housed in a 
tent camp near 
Porthcawl called Dan Y 
Graig. 

In September 1940, 
my father and some col¬ 
leagues were on leave in 
a certain accommodation 
called Plas Isa or Plas 
Isaf near Porthcawl. 


On the internet I 
found a website 
http://www. plas is a. co. uk. 
The windows and the 
slope of the roof of a 
building shown on it 
looked very similar to 
the building on my 
father’s picture - but it 
seemed not to be the 
building I was looking 
for. 

Maybe you can help 
me now to find the right 
building and, if so, do 
you perhaps know the 
people on the picture I 
have sent. 

I think they (except 
the soldiers of course) 
were the owners or 
members of the staff of 
the hotel. My father is 
the second person from 
the right side in the back 
row. 

On the website of 
Kenfig. org .uk/wary ear s/ 
royaldutchtroops, I 
found an article about 
the Prinses Irene 
Brigade, which my 
father was serving with.

Young driver 
dies in crash 


A YOUNG man 
from Bridgend died 
last Saturday when 
his car left the road 
near Coychurch 
Crematorium. 

Police named him as 
17-year-old Scott 
Scanlan, and are appeal¬ 
ing for witnesses to the 
incident, which hap¬ 
pened at approximately 
5.45pm on Saturday, 
October 1, on Heol 
Simonston, Brackla. 

A police spokesman 
said: “A silver Vauxhall 
Corsa motor vehicle was 
travelling along Heol 
Simonston from Brackla 
towards Coychurch 
when it left the carriage¬ 
way and collided with a 
tree. 

“The driver, who 
lived locally and was 
the sole occupant, was 
pronounced deceased at 
the scene.” 

Scott lived in the 
Bridgend area and was a 
former pupil of Brynteg 
Comprehensive School. 

He had recently 
obtained a City and 
Guilds qualification in 
plumbing from Pencoed 
College, and had just 
started work at the Next 
store on Waterton Retail 
Park. 

In a statement issued 
through the police, 
Scott’s family said: 
“Scott was a much¬ 
loved son, brother, 
uncle, grandson and 
nephew. 

“The loss will leave a 
massive void in the lives 
of everybody who knew 
him. Scott was a loving, 
‘big’ character and it 
seemed he was known 
by everybody. He will 
be sadly missed.”

BECKONS FOR BUTCHER

THEY say that the 
secret of a happy 
life is to do a job 
that you enjoy - 
rather than one 
that just pays the 
mortgage. 

It is a philosophy that 
Llantwit Major butcher 
Alan Young has fol¬ 
lowed and even now, at 
the age of 71, he is still 
passionate about his sub¬ 
ject. 

However, everyone 
has to call it a day some¬ 
time, and last Saturday 
marked Alan's retire¬ 
ment from Young’s 
butchers in Llantwit - a 
mere 58 years after he 
started helping the mas¬ 
ter butcher David 
Thomas Griffiths, who 
was running the shop 
back in 1953. 

That helping out led 
to an apprenticeship, and 
Alan qualifying himself 
as a master butcher, and 
then on to a partnership 
- hence the vintage bicy¬ 
cle outside the shop.

AM’s concern over 
treatment of local 
stroke patients 


REGIONAL AM 
Suzy Davies has 
queried how stroke 
patients are treated 
in the Bridgend 
area. 

Mrs Davies, who is a 
Welsh Conservative AM 
for South Wales West, 
used the freedom of 
information process to 
ask the ABM health 
board what facilities it 
provides to deal with 
stroke patients. 

She was told by the 
board that there is a ded¬ 
icated acute stroke unit in 
Ward 2 at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend. 

The board explained 
that clot-busting drugs 
are available 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week to 
patients at the hospital as 
appropriate. 

The board also stated 
that it has developed 
Transient Ischaemic 
Attack (TIA) clinics 
across the board’s area to 
try and prevent strokes 
occurring. 

Mrs Davies also asked 
about the operating hours 
of the scanners at the 
hospital, because sus¬ 
pected stroke patients 
need to be scanned 
before the correct treat¬ 
ment can be prescribed. 

She was told that the 
Princess of Wales has 
out-of-hours emergency 
cover for stroke patients 
provided by on-call staff 
at weekends, evenings 
and bank holidays. 

“I was concerned 
about what facilities and 
treatment were available 
within South Wales West 
for people who have suf¬ 
fered strokes,” she said. 

“I am pleased that the 
board seems to be deal¬ 
ing effectively with such 
patients but I would be 


interested to hear from 
stroke patients about 
their experiences. 

“I have also written to 
health minister Lesley 
Griffiths urging her to 
provide funding to 
extend the operating 
hours of hospital scan¬ 
ners routinely. 

“It would save money 
in the long run if patients 
could be scanned in the 
evenings and at week¬ 
ends instead of being 
admitted to scarce hospi¬ 
tal beds when there is 
often no need. 

“Also, it concerns me 
that the Stroke 
Association claims that it 
was not contacted by the 
Welsh Labour 

Government in relation 
to its Stroke Risk 
Reduction Action Plan. 

“Wales is not meeting 
national standards at the 
moment in the treatment 
of stroke patients, with 
the government’s own 
targets being missed. 

“Only 87 per cent of 
stroke patients are meet¬ 
ing the criteria laid down 
by the Welsh NHS. 

“It worries me that the 
Stroke Association, 
which is a key player in 
this field, has not been 
contacted for more than a 
year about the plan and 
its implementation. 

“We have 11,000 
stroke victims a year in 
Wales so this is a crucial 
issue for the NHS.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesman said: “The 
Health Minister, Lesley 
Griffiths, responded to 
the Assembly Member on 
this issue in July, shortly 
after receiving the letter. 

“Stroke is a medical 
emergency and NHS 
services must be organ¬ 
ised to respond to it as 
such. 

“Significant improve¬ 


ments have been made to 
the development of stroke 
services. All major hospi¬ 
tals now offer thromboly¬ 
sis with several having 
developed a 24/7 service 
and work continues to 
provide a 24/7 service at 
all sites providing spe¬ 
cialist stroke care. 

“Significant improve¬ 
ments have also been 
seen in the time from a 
patient being presented 
at A&E to their admis¬ 
sion to a stroke unit and 
receiving a specialist 
medical assessment and 
treatment. 

“Access to hospital 
scanning services is an 
operational matter for 
the Health Board but we 
would expect patients to 
receive timely access to 
scans to ensure swift 
access to diagnosis and 
treatment. ” 

The spokesman went 
on: “As well as investing 
in improving services, we 
are also investing in edu¬ 
cating people about the 
main risk factors for 
stroke. 

“The Stroke 

Association was involved 
in the development of the 
Stroke Risk Reduction 
Plan as part of our 
Stroke Services 

Improvement 
Programme. ” 

He added: “Since 
then, we have worked 
with them on the ‘Ask 
First’ campaign to raise 
awareness that high 
blood pressure and atrial 
fibrillation (irregular 
heartbeat) are serious 
risk factors and can lead 
to a stroke. 

“The campaign also 
encouraged adults to 
visit their GP to have 
their blood pressure and 
pulse checked. ” 


which is signwritten as 
‘Griffiths and Young’. 

Eventually, Mr 
Griffiths retired and the 
business passed to Alan 
Young. 

The GEM called 
around last Eriday, when 
two of Alan’s regular 
customers, Sally and 
Mark Carnall, were 
dropping in a retirement 
card, and a bottle of 
wine, as a token of their 
appreciation. 

Sally said: “Alan has 
been great, and he has 
risen to every challenge 
we set him - he never let 
us down.” 

Alan’s grandson, 

Jacob, was there, having 
just finished his weekly 
task of making the fag¬ 
gots, and Alan was par¬ 
ticularly pleased, 

because just two weeks 
ago, it looked as if the 
shop would close when 
he retired. 

He said: “This has 
been a butcher's shop for 
more than 100 years - 
and it was purpose built 
as one. We have never 
had to change the layout, 
or anything at all. 

“In fact, a number of 
customers used to warn 
me that if I ever did 
change anything, that 
would be the last I saw 
of them!” 

Alan is keen to stress 
that age is the only fac¬ 
tor in his retirement. 
Changing shopping pat¬ 
terns, and the growth of 
supermarkets, have 
affected many tradition¬ 
al businesses, but trade 
in Llantwit Major 
remains as strong as 
ever. 

In fact, he thinks that 
the plethora of ‘foodie’ 
programmes on TV have 
led to customers return¬ 
ing to a traditional 
butcher who can supply 
the cuts of meat 
favoured in many 
recipes. 

Nevertheless, it did 
look as if the shop would 
close when Alan retired, 
but in the nick of time 
another master butcher, 
Eric Smith has come for¬ 
ward to take it over. 

The shop is closed 
this week, as both Alan 
and Eric are on holiday, 
and then it will re-open. 
Alan intends to be 
around for much of that 
week, to introduce Eric 
to his customers. 

Alan said: “Eric grew 
up on a farm in North 
Yorkshire, and qualified 
as a butcher before join¬ 
ing the RAE. He knows 
Llantwit from being 
posted to St Athan.” 

In recent years, Alan 
has made a point of sell¬ 
ing meat (and fresh veg¬ 
etables) supplied by a 
local farmer, Rhodri 
Davies, and Alan is 
delighted that Eric will 
be continuing that 
arrangement. 

This fits in with 
Alan’s belief that shops 
such as his do play a 
major part in community 
life. 

He said: “A lot of 
people still want to feel 
that they are part of a 


community - and that 
community still cares 
about its shops. 

“There is a growing 
movement to get back to 
the old ways of buying 
food, and our tie-in with 
a local farmer is part of 
that.” 

So, after 58 years, 
Alan must surely have 
seen some changes? 

He said: “I can 
remember when chicken 
was a once a year meat - 
usually on Christmas 
Day. This was because 
so many families kept 
hens - and those hens 
would be laying eggs all 
year round. 

“It was only when 
they hatched a batch of 
chicks that they would 
put the cockerel aside 
and fatten him up for 
Christmas!” 

Alan’s enthusiasm for 
his subject is infectious, 
and he can talk in huge 
detail, for instance, 
about the demise of drip¬ 
ping, as prepared by 
thrifty housewives who 
were, so it now seems, at 
the forefront of recy¬ 
cling when they put all 
the fat from the Sunday 
roast in a bowl in the 
pantry (the coldest 
room, in the house - 
always north facing, and 
I’m taking Alan’s word 
for that!). 


Week after week, that 
dripping would absorb 
the flavours of different 
Sunday roasts, and that 
delicious end product, 
which used to be spread 
on toast, is pretty much 
lost these days. The drip¬ 
ping sold these days, 
says Alan, is little more 
than boiled fat! 

So, Alan is looking 
forward to enjoying his 
retirement in the Vale - a 
place he really cares 
about. He was, after all, 
born and bred in 
Llantwit Major. 

His wife Julie, who 
grew up in 
Pembrokeshire, came to 
live in Llantwit, and 
they brought up three 
sons, Jason, Leigh and 
Mathew. 

All three grew up 
helping out in the shop, 
and have supported Alan 
100 per cent, although 
they have jobs outside 
the trade. 

Alan’s grandson, 
Jacob, has helped out 
two days a week, and 
another grandson, 
Joshua, helped out one 
day a week. 

It has always been a 
family affair, and Alan 
finished by saying: “I 
really have to thank Julie 
for all her help. 

“She has been a great 
mother, and grandmoth¬ 
er, and a huge support to 
me.”

Clean-up deadline 
for ‘semi-derelict’ 
site is welcomed 
by shadow minister 


SHADOW Regeneration 
Minister Byron Davies has wel¬ 
comed news that the owners of 
the former Revlon site in 
Maesteg have just one more 
month to remove all material 
from the site and leave it in safe 
condition. 

Mr Davies, who is a Welsh 
Conservative regional AM for South 
Wales West which includes Maesteg, 
has raised the state of the site with the 
Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
and the Welsh Government. 

Mr Davies said he was appalled 
when he paid a visit soon after being 
elected and saw the semi-derelict state 
that the site had been left in. 

Contractors involved in demolishing 
the buildings were served with a prohi¬ 
bition notice in May 2010 by the HSE 
because of the presence of asbestos 
and have since been prosecuted for 
unsafe practices. 

Mr Davies has now been told by the 
HSE that the site owners - Condor 
Properties - employed a specialist 
company to operate wetting equipment 
to damp down the asbestos covered 
debris which has kept everything in a 
wet condition since, reducing the risks 
from asbestos dust. 

The letter, from HSE chief execu¬ 
tive Geoffrey Podger, also revealed 
that they have been working closely 
with Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) and the Environment 
Agency and a notice has been served 
on the site owners requiring the 
removal of all materials from the site 
by October 23. It is to be left in a safe 
condition. 

Mr Davies has also received letters 
from BCBC officers and from deputy 
leader David Sage welcoming his 
intervention with the Minister and stat¬ 
ing that the council is doing everything 
it can to expedite the issue. 


“I welcome news that an end may at 
last be in sight for the residents who 
live nearby,” he said. “It has been left 
looking literally like a bomb site for far 
too long. 

“In this day and age, with all the 
rules and regulations that we have in 
place to protect the environment, I find 
it quite astonishing that it has taken so 
long to sort out this problem. 

“I understand that court action 
against the demolition contractors has 
now concluded which clears the way 
for the site to be cleared once and for 
all. 

“This is a valuable area in the Llynfi 
Valley and its regeneration is important 
for job creation. 

“The site has been designated for 
mixed use in the new local develop¬ 
ment plan and it adjoins the former 
Cooper Standard site which is owned 
by BCBC and is ready for alternative 
industrial use. 

“I have been told by regeneration 
minister Huw Lewis that negotiations 
regarding the sale of the Revlon site to 
new owners are ongoing and that there 
is a desire to bring both of these sites 
under one master plan. 

“The Revlon site is integral to the 
redevelopment of the area and I hope 
that this can now be progressed as 
quickly as possible.” 

A Condor Properties Ltd spokesman 
explained: 

“The situation of the semi-derelict 
site was an unfortunate result of a co¬ 
ordinated attack and theft from the site. 

“Local authorities, police and 
insurance companies are fully aware 
of the matter and are dealing with it 
the best they can. ” 

He pointed out: “Condor Properties 
Limited has limited financial resources 
and therefore has devoted its efforts to 
sourcing an adequate buyer with the 
financial power to clean, manage and 
redevelop the site. ”

NEW PROJECT 
HOPES TO PUT 
PUB AT CENTRE 
OF VILLAGE LIFE

THE Vale Council 
is joining a new 
project that aims to 
keep services in 
rural villages by 
helping pubs take 
on extra business 
activities, such as a 
post office or even 
becoming a village 
shop. 

The scheme is bound 
to be of interest to com¬ 
munities such as Wick 
and Ewenny, which 
recently lost their Post 
Office, or Elans annor, 
where the local pub, the 
City Inn, has been 


closed for several years. 

Known as ‘The Pub is 
the Hub’ the scheme was 
started in 2001 by HRH 
The Prince of Wales, 
who has been quoted as 
saying: “Rural commu¬ 
nities, and this country’s 
rural way of life, face 
unprecedented chal¬ 
lenges. 

“The country pub, 
which has been at the 
heart of village life for 
centuries, is disappear¬ 
ing in many areas. 
Providing services from 
the pub, such as a post 


office or a shop, keeps 
an essential service in 
the village.” 

Pub is the Hub is 
affiliated to His Royal 
Highness’s Rural Action 
Programme, and is a 
‘not for profit’ advisory 
organisation. 

A spokesman for the 
organisation said: “It 
encourages local author¬ 
ities, local communities, 
licensees, pub owners 
and breweries to work 
together to support, 
retain and locate servic¬ 
es within rural pubs. 

“Pub is the Hub 
assists with guidance on 
availability of project 
funding, and having a 
thorough understanding 
of the pub business, is 
able to advise on the 
best way to progress 
each individual project. 

“Pub is The Hub has 
advised more than 30 
communities who have 
considered taking over 
their pub, and we are 
currently advising a 
number of groups who 
are buying, leasing or 
starting to run their vil¬ 


lage pub and ensure it 
stays as a community 
focal point. 

“Through Pub is the 
Hub, we currently have 
six different types of 
‘community operation’ 
models and we find that 
communities need a 
great deal of help with 
the complexities of run¬ 
ning a pub, in addition 
to deciding which model 
to adopt, and in raising 
the finance.” 

The Vale Council is 
planning to join seven 
other local authorities, 
in the main in north and 
mid Wales, with 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council as the 
only other southern 
authority involved. 

The project is being 
led by Cadwyn Clwyd, 
the rural development 
agency for Denbighshire 
and Elintshire. 

The total project 
value for the Vale of 
Glamorgan element is 
£34,873, and the Vale 
Council only has to pro¬ 
vide match funding of 
£3,224, from an existing 
rural regeneration rev¬ 
enue budget.

IN THE GOOD OLD DAYS

Y our corre¬ 
spondent 
Christopher 
Short’s letter (The 
GEM, September 
15) referring to 
Thompson Street 
and, in particular, 
the fine old Lloyds 
Bank building 
which was on a 
commanding cor¬ 
ner site overlooking 
Barry Docks and I 


believe had a teak- 
lined interior in the 
banking hall, 
brought back some 
memories for me. 

I joined the Lloyds 
Bank staff in the now- 
closed St Mary Street, 
Cardiff, branch in 
November, 1943, having 
persuaded my parents to 
buy me out of school to 
earn some money (which 
turned out to be 
£1.10.6d. pw for usually 
a 48-hour week that 


included a large share of 
manual duties with no 
study leave!). 

I was keen to play a 
small part in the war 
effort, especially as my 
mother who worked for 
the Red Cross Office in 
Cardiff had missed 
almost certain death 
when an incendiary 
bomb landed in her bed 
just seconds after she 
rose to proceed to the 
Anderson shelter in an 
air raid in January 1941. 
Fortunately, my father 


and I managed to heave 
the burning bed out of 
the house. 

Following my 
National Service (serv¬ 
ing in the Royal Signals 
in the Egyptian Canal 
Zone, Kenya, Somalia 
and what is now 
Ethiopia) on the very 
day I returned home on 
demobilisation, a letter 
arrived from the bank 
asking my father when I 
would be returning 
home. 

I duly reported to my 


old branch and was told 
that to take a vacancy I 
must start work the fol¬ 
lowing week. As my 
previous employment 
was on the temporary 
wartime staff, I was 
relieved to be offered a 
job which hopefully 
would lead to a perma¬ 
nent position. My 77 
days leave at least 
brought me in more cash 
than my bank pay! 

In the early 1950s, I 
was instructed to pro¬ 
ceed to Barry Docks 
branch on relief duties 
and travelled by train to 
Barry Docks station with 
my friend and colleague 
the late Paddy Prosser, 
who was then on the 
staff at that branch. 

The chief clerk 
informed me that I 
would be acting as 
cashier at the Barry sub 
branch, which I seem to 
recall was then half a 
shop adjoining Norman 
Alexander's practice in 
Broad Street. 

This involved collect¬ 
ing some cash from the 
main branch and carry¬ 
ing this in a case duly 
chained to me, walking 
down Thompson Street 
and with my guard and 
clerk John Dickinson, 
wait for a Western Welsh 
bus in Holton Road to 
take us to Broad Street. 

I was assured that I 
needed only a minimum 
amount of cash as the 
business in Barry was 
almost entirely shops 
and businesses paying 
money in, with very few 
withdrawals. 

All went well until the 
Thursday of my first 
week and as the bus 
arrived in Broad Street I 
noticed quite a crowd of 
people waiting outside 
the bank. I asked John 
what was the reason for 
this and he told me it 
was ‘Teachers’ Pay 
Day’. I knew there was 
no way my cash reserve 
would be likely to meet 
the requirements of the 
teachers. 

My clerk was unable 
to round up enough cash 
from the adjoining shop 
customers even though I 
gave priority to anyone 
paying in cash. As no 
telephone was provided, 

I despatched John to the 
nearby National 
Provincial Bank to ask 
them to telephone Othe 
parent branch requesting 
an urgent supply of extra 
cash. 

Meanwhile, I man¬ 
aged to meet the early 
demands by paying out 
‘unfit’ £1 and 10/- notes 
that were set aside for 
pulping. The teachers 
seemed quite happy to 
accept these rather filthy 
specimens rather than 
call back later. The 
episode went down as 
one of my most embar¬ 
rassing moments! 

In 1968,1 was 
appointed manager of 
Barry Docks branch, by 
now housed in modern 
though initially inade¬ 
quate accommodation 
for a rapidly expanding

business. This problem 
was later solved by tak¬ 
ing over the upper floor 
when this became avail¬ 
able. 

On moving from 
Thompson Street, the 
branch was firstly situat¬ 
ed in 120, Holton Road, 
(which later became The 
Trustee Savings Bank) 
and around 1966/67 to 
the present building at 
140b, Holton Road. 

It is interesting to note 
that there were just four 
managers of the branch 
during the period from 
the late 1930s up until 
the date of my retire¬ 
ment in 1986. 

The first of these was 
Mr HH Howell, a 
founder member and 
first president of the 
Rotary Club of Barry 
who, I’m told, when the 
bank sent a comptometer 
to the branch, promptly 
returned it on the 
grounds that his staff 
would lose their arith¬ 
metical ability. 

Barry Docks branch 
was a pen-posted branch 
(hand-written ledgers 
and statements) until, I 
believe, the mid 1950s. 

In the days of the 
Thompson Street office, 
the manager and his 
family lived in the floor 
above the banking hall 
and offices and I recall 
Mr Howell’s wife Marie, 
who was still a customer 
of the branch during and 
after my retirement, was 
a lady of dignity and 
great character. 

During the war years, 
she carried out helpful 
charitable work for the 
youngsters of the area 
and I understand was 
instrumental in establish¬ 
ing a social club to pro¬ 
vide a safe meeting 
place for them. 

She also involved her¬ 
self in support for the 
many seamen of all 
races that lived in this 
colourful district. Mrs 
Howell enjoyed walking 
along Thompson Street 
as all the residents knew 
and respected her. 

It was a sad time for 
her when she had to 
move away on ‘HH’s’ 
retirement, even though 
she moved to live in a 
fine house in Llanishen, 
Cardiff.

Penarth Computer Club: 

EXPLORING WINDOWS! 


PENARTH Computer Club mem¬ 
bers were exploriug Wiudows at 
their last meetiug. 

Steve told the meeting that most 
new PCs come with Windows pre¬ 
installed. He said everyone will want 
to tinker with the settings to person¬ 
alise what they are looking at. It makes 
sense because everybody is different. 

Windows is an operating system, 
which controls the way your computer 
works. It takes charge immediately you 
switch on, supervising any pro¬ 
grammes set to run on start-up. 

It puts little boxes (‘windows’) on 
the screen for various purposes. You 
can have several windows open at the 
same time and jump between them, or 
you can enlarge a single one to fill the 
entire screen. 

To do big jobs such as writing your 
memoirs; taking care of household 
accounts or sending e-mails you use 
separate application programmes 
(‘apps’). 

When you fire up your PC for the 
first time, Windows desktop (the 
screen you are looking at) will be set 
up for you in a generic way. People like 
to tweak this first to give their desktop 
a personal ‘feel’, even if it's just chang¬ 
ing the desktop wallpaper to a photo of 
a loved one - but there are many more 
changes available.” 

Steve then had a ramble around 
what is changeable. In fact it is just 
about everything. To save making 
many individual changes, he showed 
that you could select from an infinite 
number of themes available for free 
download. These are collections of 
desktop pictures (wallpaper), sound 
schemes, mouse cursors, etc. 

Accessibility features helpfully 
eliminate problems you might have 
with the keyboard: 


• StickyKeys is useful for one-finger 
typists. StickyKeys allows you to press 
keys one at a time and still perform a 
key combination where two keys are 
supposed to be pressed at the same 
time. 

• FilterKeys is useful if you have the 
habit of pressing keys for too long 
(which causes repeat keystrokes), or if 
you frequently press keys more than 
once when you type. 

• ToggleKeys will cause your PC to 
alert you with a ‘ding’ every time you 
press the Caps Fock or Num Fock 
keys, because they are often pressed in 
error. 

• Mouse Control Panel allows you to 
swap the left and right buttons (very 
useful for left-handers): adjust the sen¬ 
sitivity of mouse or mouse-wheel 
movement; alter the double-click 
speed, or find your on-screen cursor by 
pressing the CTRF key. 

Microsoft issues frequent updates 
for Windows. Automatic updates 
should already be enabled and should 
remain so, but the timing of download¬ 
ing or installing them is adjustable. 
Windows Firewall should also remain 
enabled to prevent unauthorised access 
from the internet, unless you have 
bought and installed an internet securi¬ 
ty package, which will supersede it. 

New members were reassured not to 
be concerned about any bits they 
couldn’t follow as they will become 
clearer in time. They were encouraged 
to explore the range of options and 
select the ones they like. Finding out is 
part of the fun and life will get easier. 

The club next meets on Tuesday, 
October 11. I will explain the ‘Golden 
Rules’ and his 10 best hints and 
tips.

I N 2002, the 
crew of the 
Starship Enter¬ 
prise embarked 
upon another adv¬ 
enture in Star Trek:

right track career-wise, 
and he pops up on the 
big screen now in 
Warrior. 

The film tells the 
story of two estranged 
brothers. Tommy 

(Hardy) and Brendan 
(Joel Edgerton), whose 
lives have not panned 
out as they planned. 

The former is a ball of 
anger, asking for fight 
training from his 
estranged father (Nick 
Nolte) but with no desire

their history come out 
into the open... 

Given the rise of 
mixed martial arts 
through the likes of 
Strikeforce and, most 
notably, UFC, it isn’t all 
that surprising that 
Hollywood has decided 
to make a film out of it. 

It is similarly unsur¬ 
prising that they have 
broken out the tradition¬ 
al sports film template 
with which to showcase 
the fighting action - yet, 
while this could have 
been a by-the-numbers 
sports film that follows 
the usual road. Warrior 
somehow manages to 
make itself stand out 
from the crowd. 

Yes, it most certainly 
isn’t a departure from 
your usual underdog 
sports film, but it does 
throw in enough variants 
to the regular mix to 
keep things interesting.

Glory. His knowledge of 
both the sports film 
dynamic, along with the 
familial relationship 
angle pays dividends, 
managing to mesh the 
two elements together 
without either one losing 
impact. 

While the sports ele¬ 
ment does have a degree 
of predictability about it, 
as the tournament goes 
on you become more 
intrigued by the possible 
outcomes and the impact 
they have upon the char¬ 
acters, both realising 
defeat will be curtains 
for their respective 
dreams, while the family 
element is well served 
by offering no easy solu¬ 
tions and striving for 
reality without reverting 
to the cheesy pay-offs 
that so often appear in 
these films. 

Similarly, the per¬ 
formances help to sell 
the reality of the story, 
with both Edgerton and 
Hardy in the leads offer¬ 
ing some wonderful 
turns. Certainly, Hardy 
has the more difficult of 
the two, his character 
layered and far more 
sketched in than 
Edgerton’s luckless 
teacher, but his perform¬ 
ance is watchable and 
engaging, a tightly 
wound spring uncoiling 
only when inside the 
octagon, as his oppo¬ 
nents discover. 

Meanwhile Edgerton 
(who eagle-eyed Star 
Wars fans will recognise 
as the young Uncle 
Owen from Attack of the 
Clones) shows how 
under-rated an actor he

A £lmillion facelift 
has given one of the 
town’s most famous 
thoroughfares a new 
lease of life. 

Although some 
people have ques¬ 
tioned the wisdom of 
such a large invest¬ 
ment in one street, 
local businesses and 
residents are 
adamant that ‘their’ 
time had come. 

One such resident, 
June Colomb, said 
the work was wel¬ 
come and long over¬ 
due. 

June, who has 
lived in Thompson 
Street and Dunlin 
Court for the last 31 
years, and whose 
four children were 
born during that 
time, said: “It was 
high time they updat¬ 
ed the place. What 
we have now is a 
brighter, modern 21st 
century look. 

“It is a proper link 
for people coming 
over the bridge from 
the Waterfront into 
the town, and for 
those who need to go 
across the bridge 
from town to the doc¬ 
tors’ surgery.” 

June can remem¬ 
ber back to the six¬ 
ties when the bars 
and clubs in the area 
included the Chain 
Locker, The Buffs 
Club, The Seaman’s 
Rest, the Coronation 
Club, and the Blue 
Cafe. 


In those days, peo¬ 
ple claimed it was 
Barry’s answer to 
Cardiff’s Tiger Bay. 

However, June is 
not one to dwell on 
the past and insisted 
that the investment 
was well worthwhile. 

“The new lighting 
gives a more secure 
feel and the improve¬ 
ments in the pave¬ 
ments will help those 
using scooters and 
wheelchairs,” she 
said. 

“It was time for 
something to be done 
and now it looks tidi¬ 
er and more up-to- 
date.” 

Few people over 
the last 100 years 
could have had more 
of an investment in 
Thompson Street 
than the Frangoulis 
family. 

Nick Frangoulis, 
who owns the shoe 
repair shop at the top 
end of Thompson 
Street near Holton 
Road, and is chair¬ 
man of the local 
traders, said: “My 
father established the 
company 61 years 
ago. 

“We have put our 
faith in the area and 
the community. 

“The refurbish¬

pretty robust and reli¬ 
able. 

Since Volkswagen 
took over the brand in 
the early 90s, times 
have most certainly 
changed and if those 
jokes weren’t relevant 
then, they most defi¬ 
nitely are not now - so 
much so that 
Hampshire 
Constabulary runs 
Skoda Octavias in its 
fieet. 





For those motorists 
who need a 4x4 but 
also want an estate, 
Skoda has further 
improved on its leg¬ 
endary Octavia by 
adding a Scout version, 
which was first intro¬ 
duced in 2007. 

Basically, it has 
raised ride height and 
fixed four wheel drive 
- all for under £23,000. 

The test car fitted 
with the two-litre diesel 
engine and six-speed 
automatic box makes 
for an extremely agile 
and capable vehicle. 

It is easy to forget 
that it is a massive 
estate car with a capa¬ 
cious boot that can 
swallow a week’s shop¬ 
ping and my daugh¬ 
ter’s pushchair without 
an issue. 


This brute almost 
delivers SOmpg and yet 
has the ability to be 
driven long and hard, 
if required, and has 
excellent, responsive 
braking. I can see why 
the police like their 
Skodas. 

Inside, the comfy 
Alcantara upholstery - 
a mix of leather and 
suede - provides a lux¬ 
urious feel. However, 
the diesel unit is a little 
noisy and can be heard 
from inside but never¬ 
theless, it feels a very 
well put together and 
solid car. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, said: “The 
Octavia Scout is an 
ideal choice for 4x4 
buyers looking for less 
bulk. There’s all the 
practicality of the 


Octavia estate but with 
the bonus of four-wheel 
drive when you need it, 
raised ride height and 
underbody protection. 

“It is ideal if you 
only need occasional 
off-road ability or reg¬ 
ularly tow trailers or 
caravans. It also comes 
very well equipped as 
standard.” 

All in all, the com¬ 
petitively priced Scout 
is a great alternative to 
a traditional 4x4. No 
longer are there any 
jokes to be had at 
Skoda’s expense.

UNDERDOGS WALES AIM TO DASH 
THE SMILE FROM THOSE IRISH EYES!

PLEASURE and pride, laced 
with relief, were evident in the 
Wales head coach Warren 
Gatland’s post-match reaction 
to Sunday’s 66-0 triumph 
against Fiji in Hamilton, which 
propelled his young charges 
into the quarter finals of the 
Rugby World Cup. 

The pleasure came from watch¬ 
ing his players produce arguably 
the most complete 80-minute per¬ 
formance of his four-year reign - 
just when it mattered - in front of 
an admiring global audience of 
millions. 

The pride stemmed from seeing 
them achieve this in the New 
Zealander’s own home town, 
where the former All Black is a 
household name. 

The relief stemmed from the 
fact that the resounding result had 
not only avenged Wales’ humiliat¬ 
ing exit at the hands of Fiji in the 
corresponding pool stage of the 
2007 World Cup, but also lifted the 
weight of expectation from his 
shoulders. 

The Kiwi had frankly stated 
before the tournament began that 
like his predecessor, Gareth 
Jenkins, he fully expected to lose 
his job if Wales again failed to 
reach the quarter hnals. 

In truth, though it was the mini¬ 
mum target set, such punitive 
action was extremely unlikely, 
given that the Welsh Rugby Union 
wisely extended his contract up to 
the next Rugby World Cup in four 


years’ time, even before the squad 
left for Down Under. 

Even so, the issue was made 
irrelevant on Sunday by the clini¬ 
cal dismantling of the dangerous 
South Sea Islanders who had won 
38-34 on that dark day in 2007 at 
Stade de la Beaujoir. 

Interestingly, though it was of 
little comfort to the dismayed 
Welsh camp at the time, neutral 
observers voted it one of the most 
compelling games of free-flowing 
rugby ever seen in the World Cup. 

Wales had won on the six previ¬ 
ous occasions the two had met, 
including the 40-3 opener in 1985 
and 58-14 in 2002; but on 
November 11 last year, battling 
Fiji stunned Wales again by hold¬ 
ing them to a 16-16 draw at the 
Millennium Stadium, Cardiff. 

Ten months on, it is a different 
story - for much has happened 
since then to effect a change in the 
Welsh psyche and much of this has 
to be credited to Gatland’s coach¬ 
ing regime. 

Morale-boosting RWC warm¬ 
up wins over England and 
Argentina and a Polish ‘deep¬ 
freeze boot camp’ helped hone this 
fast-developing Welsh team into a 
super-fit fighting force, with a 
new-found mental and physical 
toughness that means they can 
now hold their own with the 
world’s best. 

These are the qualities that are

now coming to the fore in this 
World Cup. 

“We worked really hard in the 
close season. We wanted to be 
ruthless and showed this (against 
Fiji). It was a good balanced per¬ 
formance,” Gatland said with typ¬ 
ical understatement. 

In fact, the game was as good as 
over with a bonus point in the bag 
before halftime. Jamie Roberts 
carved his way through the 
defence after just four minutes for 
a try, followed by three more from 
fellow centre Scott Williams, man- 


of-the-match George North and 
dynamic skipper Sam Warburton. 

Outside half Rhys Priestland 
landed the conversions and a 
penalty to make the score 31-0 at 
the change-over. 

With the set pieces holding firm 
and forwards and backs linking 
superbly, Jamie Roberts again 
opened the proceedings with a try, 
following a powerful break by 
North, who like his skipper, 
seemed to be popping up every¬ 
where. 

Then the floodgates opened as 
shell-shocked Fijians found red 
shirts running at them from all 
directions. 

As the Welsh replacements 
poured on, there were tries for 
hooker Lloyd Burns, Leigh 
Halfpenny (after an outrageous 
chip-ahead by prop and wannabe 
three-quarter Gethin Jenkins!) 
Lloyd Williams, and Jonathon 
Davies, which were converted by 
veteran stand-off Stephen Jones. 

A 66-0 victory, including nine 
tries, and second place in pool D 
was a satisfying conclusion to 
Welsh efforts that had seen 180 
points amassed in their four games 
(16-17 V South Africa; 17-10 v 
Samoa; 81-7 v Namibia). 

Ireland’s impressive 36-6 victo¬ 
ry over Italy set up the predicted 
Celtic clash between the two out¬ 
standing northern hemisphere 
sides, in the quarter final at Eden 


Park on Saturday. 

The more experienced, street¬ 
wise Irish and their clutch of 
British Lions, on the back of their 
convincing win over Australia, will 
no doubt be seen as favourites; but 
rest assured, there is a lot more yet 
to come from this confident young 
Wales team and a truly enthralling 
battle royal is in prospect. 

It promises to be yet another no¬ 
holds barred encounter, between 
two sides that know each other 
well. 

With this in mind, the Welsh 
coaches know that there are still 
some problem areas to be sorted 
out - in particular, the high num¬ 
ber of penalties conceded. 

Fiji spurned many goal-kicking 
opportunities, but against Ireland 
careless indiscretions will not go 
unpunished. 

In a game that could well go to 
the wire, indiscipline could be the 
factor that finally decides the out¬ 
come. 

However, if this confident young 
Wales team can replicate the 
urgency and clinical control shown 
in their pool games, man-for-man 
they are infinitely capable of 
matching Ireland and marching on 
to a semi-final date with England 
or France. 

In the words of that old sporting 
cliche, there is everything to play 
for - but whatever the result, the 
squad have already done Wales 
proud.

LAST season, the 
corresponding fix¬ 
ture, played in simi¬ 
lar conditions, if not 
quite so hot, served 
up a ding-dong 60- 
point thriller with 
the Cardiff students 
just edging it by six 
points after staging 


a fantastic second 
half fightback. 

Unfortunately, this 
time, despite 50 points 
being scored, it was very 
much one-way traffic as 
UWIC put a lethargic 
and lack-lustre Athletic 
side to the sword with a 
dynamic and ruthless 
performance, again in the 
second half.

Once the teams had 
turned around at half¬ 
time, with both restored 
to a full complement, 
UWIC exploded out of 
the blocks and secured a 
good position in the 
Athletic half.
